112. (New) The method of claim 1 10, further comprising measuring the presence or 
absence of HIV or a marker thereof in said cell culture. 

113. (New) The method of Claim 112, wherein the presence or absence of HIV is 
measured by a p24 detection assay. 

114. (New) The method of Claim 112, wherein the presence or absence of HIV is 
measured by reverse transcriptase activity. 

115. (New) The method of Claim 112, wherein the presence or absence of HIV is 
measured by syncytia formation. 

1 16. (New) The method of Claim 110, wherein said alpha hydroxyglycinamide or said 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt of alpha hydroxyglycinamide is provided in a septum sealed 
vial. 
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117. (New) The method of Claim 110, wherein said alpha hydroxy glycinamide or said 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt of alpha hydroxyglycinamide is provided in a container 
comprising a certification that said alpha hydroxyglycinamide or said pharmaceutically 
acceptable salt of alpha hydroxyglycinamide is a good manufacturing practice (GMP) 
formulation. 

1 1 8. (New) The method of Claim 1 1 0, wherein said alpha hydroxyglycinamide or said 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt of alpha hydroxyglycinamide is provided in a container 
comprising indicia of approval from a government agency. 

119. (New) The method of claim 111, further comprising measuring the presence or 
absence of HIV or a marker thereof in said cell culture. 

120. (New) The method of Claim 119, wherein the presence ot absence of HIV is 
measured by a p24 detection assay. 

121. (New) The method of Claim 119, wherein the presence or absence of HIV is 
measured by reverse transcriptase activity. 

122. (New) The method of Claim 119, wherein the presence or absence of HIV is 
measured by syncytia formation. 

123. (New) The method of Claim 111, wherein said alpha hydroxyglycinamide or said 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt of alpha hydroxyglycinamide is provided in a septum sealed 
vial. 

1 24. (New) The method of Claim 111, wherein said alpha hydroxyglycinamide or said 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt of alpha hydroxyglycinamide is provided in a container 
comprising a certification that said alpha hydroxyglycinamide or said pharmaceutically 
acceptable salt of alpha hydroxyglycinamide is a good manufacturing practice (GMP) 
formulation. 
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125. (New) The method of Claim 111, wherein said alpha hydroxyglycinamide or said 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt of alpha hydroxyglycinamide is provided in a container 
comprising indicia of approval from a government agency.
